To feed thin tribe, she baked 
twice a week, making at least 
two dozen loaves of bread an/i 
many crocks of doughnuts and 
other goods.

She recalls watching her hus­ 
band and his fellow fishermen 
in their boat on Lake Erie 
through field glasses. Her hus­ 
band at one time caught morp 
than 300 sturgeon in one haul 
and another time made a catch 
of more than 22 tons of her­ 
ring.

\Vlth Canadian Friends 
Mrs. Crognal has lived hero 

about two years, making her 
home with Mr. and Mrs. Carlos 
Lounsberry, long-time friends 
whom she knew In Canada. 
Mrs. Crognall raised Mrs. 
Lounsberry's late first hus­ 
band, who was fi long-time 
friend of her present husband. 

She has lived In California
